Keith  Lockhart  is  in  his  12th  year  as  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops,  one 

of  the  world’s  most  distinguished  collections  of  musicians.  In  leading  the 
Boston  Pops,  Lockhart  has  honored  the  orchestra’s  proud  history  while 
breaking  new  ground  with  this  venerable  American  institution. 

Born  in  Poughkeepsie,  NY,  Lockhart  began  his  musical  studies  at  age  seven 
when  he  took  piano  lessons.  In  1981,  he  earned  two  degrees  Summa  Cum 
Laude  from  Furman  University  in  Greenville,  SC  — B.Mus.  in  Piano 
Performance  and  B.A.  in  German.  He  holds  an  M.F.A.  in  Orchestral 
Conducting  from  Carnegie  Mellon  University  in  Pittsburgh,  PA.  He  also 
has  honorary  doctorates  from  The  Boston  Conservatory,  Boston  University, 
Centre  College  in  Danville,  KY,  Furman  University,  and  Northeastern 
Lhiiversity. 

The  Boston  Pops  were  founded  in  1885,  and  Lockhart  was  named  their 
20th  conductor  in  1995  at  the  remarkably  young  age  of  35.  Following  the 
legendary  Arthur  Fiedler  and  John  Williams,  Lockhart  is  only  the  third 
person  to  hold  this  post  since  1930. 

In  his  role  with  the  Pops,  Lockhart  has  conducted  more  than  1,000  concerts,  recorded  ten  albums  in 
12  years,  and  has  led  the  Pops  on  28  national  tours  and  four  international  tours. 


In  recognition  of  his  work,  Lockhart  was  honored  in  October  2006  as  a 
recipient  of  the  Bob  Hope  Patriot  Award.  This  award  is  presented  by  the 
president  of  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor  Society  to  an  individual  who, 
through  his  or  her  work,  encourages  love  of  country,  service  to  the  people 
of  the  United  States  and  support  of  America’s  Armed  Forces.  The  award 
commemorates  Bob  Hope’s  unique  and  lifelong  service  to  the  nation 
through  his  unwavering  patriotism  and  dedication  to  entertaining  the  troops 
for  nearly  six  decades.  Lockhart’s  contribution  to  the  Pops’  annual  July 
Fourth  concert  on  Boston’s  Esplanade  contributed  to  his  recognition.

Craig  Ferguson  entered  the  world  of  late  night  comedy  following  a diverse 
and  eclectic  career  that  encompasses  film,  television  and  the  stage. 

Born  in  Glasgow,  Scotland,  Ferguson  got  his  start  in  the  entertainment 
industry  as  a drummer  for  some  of  the  worst  punk  bands  in  the  U.K., 
a profession  he  held  for  several  years.  Following  his  musical  stint,  he  began 
bartending  in  a local  pub  in  Glasgow  where  he  was  introduced  to  Michael 
Boyd,  the  artistic  director  of  The  Tron  Theatre  in  Glasgow,  who  persuaded 
Ferguson  to  give  acting  a go.  After  several  low  paying  acting  gigs,  Ferguson 
discovered  he  had  a knack  for  comedy  and  was  soon  the  star  of  his  own 
BBC  television  show,  “The  Ferguson  Theory.” 

After  several  stints  on  the  English  comedy  circuit,  Ferguson  brought  his  act 
to  America  in  1995  to  star  with  Betty  White  and  Marie  Osmond  in  the 
short-lived  ABC  comedy  “Maybe  This  Time.”  After  the  show  ended,  ABC 
decided  to  add  the  talented  Scotsman  to  “The  Drew  Carey  Show,”  playing 
Drew  Carey’s  boss,  Nigel  Wick,  from  1996-2003. 

Ferguson  has  written  the  feature  films  “The  Big  Tease”  and  “Saving  Grace.” 
In  2003,  Ferguson  made  his  directorial  debut  with  “I’ll  Be  There,”  which  he 
also  wrote  and  starred  in.  “I’ll  Be  There”  went  on  to  receive  the  Audience 
Award  for  Best  Film  at  the  Aspen,  Dallas,  and  Valencia  film  festivals.  Craig 
was  also  named  “Best  New  Director”  at  the  Napa  Valley  Film  Festival. 


Ferguson,  who  took  over  as  host  of  THE  LATE  LATE  SHOW  on  January  3,  2005,  is  also  one  of  its  writers. 
He  lives  in  Los  Angeles. 


Middlesex  County  Volunteers 
Fifes  and  Drums 

Musical  icons  in  New  England,  the  Middlesex  County 
Volunteers  Fifes  and  Drums  have  more  than  a decade  of  history 
of  collaboration  with  the  Boston  Pops.  Established  in  1982, 
the  Volunteers  Fifes  and  Drums  can  be  easily  recognized  by  their 
18th  century  soldiers’  uniforms. 

Made  up  of  over  50  volunteers  ranging  in  age  from  18  to  over  65,  the  group  performs  approximately 
60  times  annually  and  has  a 90  minute  repertoire,  with  music  selections  from  seven  centuries. 

The  Middlesex  County  Volunteers  Fifes  and  Drums  have  seven  full-length  and  have  sold  over 
25,000  in  46  states  and  14  countries.  They  have  also  collaborated  with  the  Boston  Pops  on  three 
different  recordings. 

The  Middlesex  County  Volunteers  Fifes  and  Drums  are  a not-for-profit  organization  with  a mission  to 
research,  preserve,  promote,  and  perform  music  of  the  fife  and  drum;  communicate  its  historical  past; 
and  pass  on  this  living  tradition  by  example  and  instruction. 
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John  Mellencamp 


With  a career  that  spans  more  than  thirty  years, 

1 1 Grammy  nominations  and  the  sale  of  over  forty 
million  albums,  John  Mellencamp  is  a force  to  be 
reckoned  with  in  the  world  of  music. 

Mellencamp  first  experienced  success  on  the  music 
charts  with  the  Top  30  single  “I  Need  a Lover”  in 
December  1979.  In  1982,  his  third  album,  American 
Fool , reached  number  one  on  the  album  chart. 

The  album  was  certified  platinum  and  the  singles 
“Hurts  So  Good,”  and  “Jack  and  Diane”  were 
certified  gold.  He  won  a Grammy  Award  for  Best 
Rock  Vocal  Performance-Male  for  “Hurts  So  Good.” 

The  following  year,  the  singer’s  chart  successes 
continued  with  Uh-Huh  and  then  with  Scarecrow 
in  1985.  Mellencamp  achieved  even  greater  success 
in  the  late  1980’s  with  the  hits  “Small  Town,” 
“R.O.C.K.  in  the  U.S.A.,”  “Paper  in  Fire”  and 
“Cherry  Bomb.” 

The  late  1980’s  saw  Mellencamp  release  two  more 
albums:  Lonesome  Jubilee  and  1 989 's  Biff  Daddy. 
Mellencamp  soon  began  focusing  on  painting  but 
returned  with  Whenever  We  Wanted  in  1991. 

In  1993,  he  released  the  album  Human  Wheels.  His 
next  CD,  Dance  Naked,  featured  a wildly  popular 
cover  of  the  Van  Morrison  song  “Wild  Night.” 


His  next  work  would  come  in  1996  with  Mr.  Happy  Go  Lucky , augmented  by  the  work  of  noted  dance  music 
producer  Junior  Vasquez  and  contained  the  hit  single  “Key  West  Intermezzo  (I  Saw  You  First).”  In  1997, 
Mercury  Records  released  The  Best  That  I Could  Do  ( 1978-1988 ),  a collection  of  Mellencamp’s  early  hits. 


Mellencamp  released  a self-titled  album  in  1998  and  Cuttin’  Heads  in  2001;  both  have  been  certified  gold. 
The  blues  album  Trouble  No  More  went  on  sale  in  2003  and  October  2004  saw  the  release  of  Words  and 
Music:  John  Mellencamp’s  Greatest  Hits. 


His  most  recent  album,  Freedom’s  Road , debuted  at  number  five  on  the  Billboard  Album  chart  on 
February  10,  2007.  Freedom’s  Road  is  both  Mellencamp’s  twenty  first  and  highest  debuting  album. 


Mellencamp’s  talents  have  extended  beyond  the  world  of  music.  In  1992,  he  both  directed  and  starred 
in  the  feature  film  “Falling  From  Grace.”  He  also  had  roles  in  200  l’s  “After  Image”  and  2002 ’s  “Lone  Star 
State  of  Mind.” 


Mellencamp  was  the  recipient  of  the  Billboard  Century  Award  for  distinguished  creative  achievement  in  2001 
and  the  Woody  Guthrie  Award  in  2003.  Mellencamp  is  the  co-founder  of  the  Farm  Aid  concert  with  Willie 
Nelson  and  Neil  Young.  He  still  lives  and  records  outside  Bloomington,  Indiana,  near  where  he  grew  up, 
and  remains  an  artist  from,  and  of,  the  American  heartland. 


A Tribute  to  the  102nd  Fighter  Wing

This  year  marks  the  final  flyover  for  the  102nd 
Fighter  Wing,  whose  86  year  history  makes  it  the 
fifth  oldest  unit  in  the  Air  National  Guard  and  the 
oldest  continually  serving  squadron  in  the  Air  Force, 
the  10 1st  Fighter  Squadron. 

The  102nd  Fighter  Wing  aircraft  and  the  mission 
those  aircraft  perform  will  move  to  Barnes  Air  Base 
in  Westfield,  Massachusetts.  The  102nd  Wing 
members  will  remain  at  Otis  Air  National  Guard 
Base  where  it  will  take  on  a new  mission  involving 
intelligence  gathering  and  assessments,  and  no 
aircraft  will  replace  those  moving  from  Otis. 


As  the  102nd  Wing  works  toward  closing  out  its  flying  mission  assignment,  its  members  will  memorialize  the 
unit’s  awesome  history  and  celebrate  their  accomplishments  over  many  decades  of  dedicated  service  to  the 
nation.  In  August,  the  Wing  will  be  partnering  with  the  Air  Force  to  produce  its  last  air  show  at  Otis  in 
conjunction  with  the  Air  Force’s  60th  anniversary  and  “Air  Force  Week”  events  in  New  England.  Shortly 
thereafter  the  Wing  will  see  the  initial  departure  of  its  F-15  jets  to  Barnes.

The  Wasp,  which  arrived  last  Thursday  from  her  home  port  of 
Norfolk,  Virginia,  is  the  lead  ship  of  a class  of  multipurpose 
amphibious  assault  ships.

The  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular 


Boating:  Boats  will  not  be  allowed  in  any  of  the  lagoons 
and  will  not  be  able  to  anchor  within  100  feet  of  shore. 

As  always,  there  will  be  a safety  zone  around  the  fireworks 
barges.  Boats  may  not  anchor  or  transit  through  the  fireworks 
barge  safety  zone  from  July  2nd  — July  5th.  A transit 
channel  will  be  set  up  along  the  Boston  and  Cambridge  sides 
of  the  river  until  9:00  PM  on  July  4th.  At  that  time,  no 
boats  will  be  allowed  to  transit  past  the  barges  until  11:30 
PM.  The  Craigie  Drawbridge  by  the  Museum  of  Science  at 
the  Charles  River  Dam  is  closed  on  July  4th  at  10:00  PM 
and  will  not  open  for  boat  traffic  until  July  5th  at  1:00  AM. 

Food:  There  are  food  vendors  in  both  Boston  and 
Cambridge  locations  for  the  event.  All  vendors  are 
permitted  by  and  come  under  the  control  of  the  State’s 
Department  of  Conservation  and  Recreation. 

Handicap  Services:  A shuttle  will  be  provided  from  a 
designated  parking  location  at  Mass  Eye  and  Ear  Infirmary. 
A handicapped  placard  is  required  to  enter  the  parking  lot. 
The  shuttle  will  run  on  July  4th  starting  at  10:00  AM  and 
run  to  6:00  PM  or  until  the  lot  is  full.  Reserved  seating 
for  people  with  disabilities:  each  person  may  bring  one 
guest  on  a “first-come,  first-served”  basis.  Once  the  area  is 
filled,  no  additional  people  will  be  admitted.  Wheelchair 
accessible  restrooms  are  available. 


The  Oval  is  closed 
when  it  becomes 
full,  which  is  usually 
by  2:00  PM  on  July 
4th.  No  additional  wristbands  will  be  distributed  for  the 
secured  Oval  area  when  the  it  has  reached  capacity.  If  you 
lose  your  wristband  you  will  only  be  admitted  into  the 
secure  area  if  there  are  additional  wristbands  available. 


Tarps  and  blankets  are  restricted  to  a 5’  x 7’  size,  and 
reserving  large  sections  of  area  within  the  Oval  is  not 
allowed.  Within  the  oval,  chairs  must  be  foldable  and 
beach  style.  Pop  up  tents  are  allowed  during  the  day,  but 
must  come  down  at  6:00  PM. 


Public  Safety:  Twenty  federal,  state  and  city  agencies  are 
represented  on-site  and  in  the  event’s  Unified  Command 
Center.  These  agencies  maintain  a public  safety  presence 
with  hundreds  of  officers  in  Boston,  Cambridge  and  on 
the  Charles  River 


Public  Transportation:  For  MBTA  information,  call 
617-222-3200.  On  the  Boston  side,  the  two  closest 
T-stations  are:  Charles  Street  Circle  for  the  Red  line,  and 
Berkeley  Street  for  the  Green  line.  On  the  Cambridge 
side,  Kendall  and  Central  Square  stations  on  the  Red  line, 
are  nearby.  On  July  4th  after  10:30  PM,  all  MBTA  buses 
and  trains  will  be  free  to  the  public. 


Lost  Children:  Always  contact 
a uniformed  police  officer  or 
military  person  for  assistance. 
Children  lost  at  the  event  are 
brought  to  one  of  the  Lost 
Children  Tents  located  in 
Boston  and  Cambridge.

Medical:  Emergency  Medical  Services  personnel  are 
positioned  in  Boston  and  Cambridge  to  service  the  event 
As  a precautionary  measure  against  the  heat,  Boston  EMS 
operates  mist  tents  and  the  Department  of  Conservation 
and  Recreation  sets  up  a water  spray  on  Storrow  Drive. 

Merchandise:  Official  event  merchandise  will  be  sold  on 
July  3rd  and  July  4th.  See  page  16  for  more  information. 
Proceeds  from  the  merchandise  go  back  into  the  event. 


Restrooms:  There  are  over  350  portable  restrooms  located 
in  Boston  and  Cambridge.  Handicap  accessible  rest  rooms 
are  at  all  the  restroom  locations. 

Sound:  There  are  ten  sound  towers  on  the  Boston  side 
of  the  river,  ten  in  Cambridge,  and  two  on  the  Mass  Ave. 
Bridge  to  project  the  concert  and  the  fireworks  music. 

The  sound  system  is  operational  in  Boston  from  noon 
to  1 1 :00  PM  on  the  Fourth,  during  which  public  service 
announcements  and  recorded  music  are  also  broadcast. 
The  sound  in  Cambridge  is  operational  from  6:00  PM. 

T.V.  and  Radio  Broadcast:  “The  Boston  Pops  Fireworks 
Spectacular,”  can  be  seen  locally  on  WBZ  TV  from 
8:00  PM  to  1 1:00  PM.  The  nation  joins  the  telecast  at 
10:00  PM  on  the  CBS  Television  Network.  The  concert 
and  fireworks  score  are  broadcast  on  WBZ  News  Radio 
1030  and  Classical  WCRB  99.5. 


Oval  Area:  This  is  the  area  located  from  the  front  of  the 
concession  stand  to  the  Hatch  Shell  and  is  a restricted 
area.  Those  seeking  admittance  should  prepare  to  have 
bags  and  coolers  checked  and  their  person  searched  before 
entering  the  area.  Those  allowed  to  enter  will  be  given  a 
wristband,  which  must  be  worn  at  all  times  during  the 
event,  to  ensure  access  in  and  out  of  the  secure  Oval  area. 


Weather:  The  Unified  Command  Center  monitors  weather. 
Should  severe  weather  arise,  the  concert  could  be  cancelled 
without  a rain  date  and  the  fireworks  would  be  rescheduled 
for  July  5th  at  9:30  PM.  Weather  forecast  w ill  be 
announced  over  the  event’s  public  address  system.

The  Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular 
was  conceived  in  September  of  1973  when 
David  Mugar  suggested  to  famed  Boston  Pops 
Conductor  Arthur  Fiedler  that  in  order  to 
revive  the  diminishing  Esplanade  concert  series 
it  might  be  a good  idea  to  play  Tchaikovsky’s 
“1812  Overture”  with  a few  added  extras.  For 
the  next  Fourth  of  July,  howitzer  cannons, 
fireworks,  and  church  bells  were  all  added  to 
the  concert  so  that,  as  Fiedler  said,  “All  Hell 
could  break  loose.”  And,  for  the  first  time  a 
July  Fourth  fireworks  display  took  place  over 
the  Charles  River. 

Today,  some  400,000  to  500,000  visitors  attend 
the  celebration  each  year  while  another  eight 
million  tune  in  nationally  on  the  CBS  Television 
Network  to  view  the  event  live  during  a 
one-hour  primetime  special.  Locally,  the 
Boston  Pops  Fireworks  Spectacular  is  an 
institution  seen  on  WBZ-TV  Channel  4 from 
8:00  PM  to  11:00  PM.
